Research Accident Prevention

The grant gives further support 
nationally recognized epidemiology 
laboratory for study childhood in- 
juries which was established jointly 
this department, the Alameda- 
Contra Costa County Medical Associ- 
ation, the hospitals and health depart- 
ments the two counties, and the 
University California School 
Health. 

This laboratory now analyzes re- 
ports about 30,000 injuries year 
which among children the 
two counties. The new grant makes 
possible intensive study selected 
kinds accidents. The ultimate goal 
the development preventive meth- 
ods which can applied throughout 
the State reduce these needless acci- 
dents. 

Some 5,000,000 accidents oceur 
yearly California homes. Nonfatal 
home accidents are major cause 
illness and disability, and place heavy 
demands medical facilities. 


Polio Hits New Low 


Paralytic polio California 1958 
dropped new low about one 
ease per 100,000 population, com- 
pared with 1.5 1957 and 8.2 
1956. The total cases polio num- 
bered 286, compared with 569 1957 
and 1,738 1956. However, the 
286 cases polio, more than 200 were 
paralytic; percent these oc- 
persons who had not been 
adequately vaccinated. 


About one-half our children un- 
der the age six have not yet been 


adequately vaccinated against polio, 
and the 15-40 year age group more 
than two-thirds have not been ade- 
quately vaccinated. 


survey made the depart- 
ment mid-year, percent all 
persons interviewed gave their 
reasons for remaining unvaccinated, 
bothered,’’ Just neglected 
get shots,’’ ‘‘Too busy.’’ Ex- 
pense was important reason given 
people with low income. particu- 
larly disconcerting reason was given 
parents for not having their young 
children vaccinated. Twenty-four per- 
parents with children under 
six said their reason for not having 
their children vaccinated was that 
they thought they were too young. 


Radiologic Health Program Drafted 


The department 1958 drafted 
$270,000 statewide radiologic health 
program, which would include estab- 
lishment surveillance pro- 
gram encompassing all the elements 
which exposure the 
radiation. 

The program, adopted part 
the department’s budget, would estab- 
lish baseline the total background 
level current radiation exposure 
the from all 
water, air, domestic water supplies, 
foods, sewage, and industrial and 
medical radiation equipment. The 
gathering such information es- 
sential for evaluation future expo- 
sures the population, for the initia- 
tion comprehensive studies into the 
long-range genetic effects radiation, 
and for the preparation practical 
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and effective protective and preven- 
tive measures. 

The department last year also 
gained voluntary agreements as- 
sure the safe disposal radioactive 
wastes sea off the California coast. 
The agreements, made with interested 
state and waste disposal 
firms, provide for packaging the 
materials containers such integ- 
rity that they will remain intact 
the recommended depth 2,000 fath- 
oms. 

Alcoholic Rehabilitation 


Treatment and rehabilitation al- 
California—the State with 
estimated 600,000 and 
the highest estimated rate 
ism the Nation—were accelerated 
1958, the first full year opera- 
tion the department’s Division 
Rehabilitation. 

More than 3,700 patients were ad- 
mitted treatment and total aver- 
age caseload 1,500 was maintained 
the seven community alcoholism 
clinics California whose operating 
costs are reimbursed full part 
the State. Outpatient clinics are 
located San Oakland, 
Sacramento, San Jose, Stockton, Los 
Angeles and San Diego. California 
last year treated more cases alco- 
holism than any other state, according 
preliminary national estimates. 

Treatment consists medical and 
psychological diagnosis, medication, 
individual and group therapy, family 
counseling, cooperation with Alcohol- 
ies Anonymous, combination 
these methods. 

General hospital treatment acute 
was demonstrated success- 
fully the Division Alcoholic Re- 
habilitation 1958, with completion 
projects Mt. Zion Hospital, San 
Francisco, and the California Hospi- 
tal, Los Angeles. The demonstrations 
were supported with state funds 
show that acute could 
treated the general medical wards 
private hospitals without use 
locked rooms, special nurses, other 
unusual methods. 


Water-Contact Sports Areas

Conference Hospital Infections 


Means reducing the amount 
infection California hospitals were 
established this year advisory 
group comprised the organizations 
which represent medicine and its al- 
lied professions working with the 
State Health Department. The group 
formed the California Conference 
Infections Hospitals and recom- 
mended that every hospital establish 
special standing committee its 
staff for the study and control in- 
fections hospitals, that special 
standing committee establish specific 
control measures for preventing the 
occurrence infections patients, 
and that the hospital staffs enforce 
these measures. 


The California Hospital Association 
conducted several regional conferences 
develop control methods, and dur- 
ing 1958 practicing physicians, hospi- 
tals, and official health agencies inten- 
sified their control activities against 
infections. 


Auto Seat Belts Recommended 


During 1958 the department con- 
tinued assist the Cornell car crash 
project its California studies. 
result these and similar studies, 
estimated that more than 1,500 Cali- 
fornia deaths could pre- 
vented annually drivers would use 
seat belts their automobiles and 
trucks. The value seat belts not 
matter opinion, but scientific 
fact well documented 
research. 

The installation the belts 
ommended one proven 
safety device that can installed 
all car and truck owners regardless 
the age make the vehicle. 


Rabies Control

1958 state and federal matching 
funds totaling $16,354,802 were 
pitals, health centers, and nursing 
home projects. This marked the tenth 
year that state and federal funds have 
been allocated under the Hill-Burton 
Hospital Construction Act. Since that 
time, and including this year, more 
than $85,000,000 has been allocated. 


Air Pollution Investigation 


The department continued its inves- 
tigation into the health and environ- 
mental effects air pollution, with 
emphasis the effects smog 
persons suffering certain respiratory 
illnesses and measuring the extent 
which air pollution spreading 
California. 

Recent studies show that pulmonary 
function Los Angeles patients suf- 
fering from emphysema, 
lung disease, improved substantially 
during smoggy weather they are 
kept room the air supply which 
filtered through activated 
remove the smog. 

Regarding the environmental side 
the air pollution problem, high 
smog levels experienced last Septem- 
ber demonstrated the interdependence 
weather and smog. During that 
month, higher than normal 
tures and stable air conditions com- 
bined over much the State cause 
the high levels air pollution. 
fortunately, California’s climate 
such weather conditions occur fre 
quently. The somewhat lower levels 
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1957 were least part due 
meteorological conditions. 


Although progress has been made 
areas the State the con- 
trol air pollution, the problem 
far from being solved. Frequent and 
attacks still Califor- 
nia’s more densely populated regions. 
some areas such the larger 
tities the Central Valley, which 
many persons considered smog- 
free, are now experiencing the first 
indications air pollution. 


Marriages—Births—Deaths 


Baby production recorded all- 
time yield again 1958, with 353,000 
births predicted December 
rate 23.9 births per 1,000 
population. This in- 
3,000 the number births 
1957, also record year, 
decrease from last year’s rate 
24.7 per 1,000 population. This 
the drop rate pre- 
dicted for the Nation. 


The number deaths estimated 
127,000, increase 3,000 over 
1957.

Two years ago health officers and 
other citizens the area became con- 
cerned about the smog potential 
Central Valley communities. re- 
sult conferences with representa- 
tives the State Health Depart- 
ment’s Bureau Air Sanitation, 
sampling stations were established 
locations the valley. Data 
collected from these stations has been 
used establish baseline for deter- 
mining the extent air pollution 
the valley and for measuring continu- 
ing changes air quality. public 
meeting sponsored the State Cham- 
ber Commerce was held Stockton 
early 1958 which various aspects 
this problem were discussed. 

The January 30th conference will 
three parts: 

(1) Technology Seminar. This 
held the laboratory the 
Sacramento County Health Depart- 
ment.

Her office will serve 
focal point for public health 
nursing operations the PHS, and 
she and her staff will advise with di- 
vision chiefs, directors institutes, 
and federal and state agencies 
program planning and policy formu- 
lation requiring public health nursing 
participation. The new division will 
have two branches, one concerned pri- 
marily with training and career de- 
velopment, and the other with re- 
search. 


Dorado County Contracts for

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RECOMMENDATIONS NATIONAL CONFERENCE PUBLIC HEALTH TRAINING 


Continuation and expansion the 
federal training program recom- 
mended the report the National 
Conference Public Health Train- 
ing submitted the Congress Dr. 
Burney, Surgeon General the 
Public Health Service. The present 
federal program was authorized for 
three-year period ending June 30, 
1959. 

The recommendations are based 
evaluation the current program 
and estimate needs. They were 
state and local health departments, 
training and research institutions, 
medical departments industry, 
foundations and voluntary health 
agencies, who met Washington 
July study the problem and advise 
the Surgeon General. 

Dr. Maleolm Merrill, State Di- 
rector Public Health, served sec- 
retary the conference. Also attend- 
ing from California were Dr. Charles 
Public Health, and Mrs. Ann 
Haynes, Chief the State Bureau 
Health Education. 

The report deals with the program 
conducted under Title the 1956 
Act which provides for traineeships 
for graduate specialized public 
health training for professional per- 
sonnel including public 
health nurses. The training program 
for graduate nurses preparing for su- 
pervision, teaching administration 
public health nursing adminis- 
tered under Title which was the 
subject another conference. 


Major Findings Need 


Serious shortages trained person- 
nel were reported data collected 
prior the conference. Official health 
agencies reported they had more than 
2,500 vacancies professional 
gories due lack trained person- 
nel. Because the shortage well 
qualified people, many positions have 
been filled with inadequately trained 
staff and was estimated that over 
20,000 professional workers now em- 
ployed governmental and volun- 
tary health agencies not have the 
formal, specialized training they need 
provide for the people the health 
protection made possible today’s 
technology.

months; also, the number deaths, and the 
insane that have been sent the asylum. 
The health the prison wonderful, 
when consider its crowded state. There 
are now confined here but fraction under 
900 prisoners. The accommodations for these 
men are 396 single cells, cells holding 
four each, and six long rooms. These single 
cells are feet with height feet, 
and contain middle wall, for the pur- 
pose ventilation, circular opening 
inches diameter, and each door 
opening inches. The cells holding 
four are feet inches feet dimen- 
sion, with height feet. The ventilation 
these consist opening its wall 
feet inches, and the door inches 
34. Five the long rooms are each 
feet size, and the sixth 13. 
these rooms are confined 253 prisoners. This 
exhibit shows deficiency ventilation and 
that seems incompatible with health, 
and the good sanitary condition the place 
must attributed altogether its natural 
healthiness. 

suppose can safely say there have 
been some 1,300 men confined the prison 
during the last months.

After year’s experience, 
found that the State’s Aid-to-Needy- 
Children Medical Care Program 
spending less money than anticipated, 
and that funds are available for pro- 
viding additional public health serv- 
ices. 

The Social Welfare Board has de- 
termined that while outpatient serv- 
ices for tuberculosis, venereal disease, 
and prenatal care exist almost all 
counties, these are not readily availa- 
ble for all welfare recipients through- 
out each county. result, previous 
restrictions ANC funds applying 
outpatient basis, venereal disease, and 
prenatal care have been rescinded 
the first December, 1958. 

now possible provide treat- 
ment for the tuberculosis patient 
outpatient basis private doc- 
tor’s office the patient’s home. 
Not only physicians’ services 
provided, but such patient can have 
the services Visiting Nurse Asso- 
ciation where they are available. 

The same thing applies the treat- 
ment venereal disease. Venereal dis- 
ease may treated the private doc- 
tor’s office the home necessary, 
and may paid for according the 
fee schedule established the De- 
partment Social Welfare.

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Three New Mosquito Abatement 
Districts Formed 


Three new mosquito abatement dis- 
tricts have been formed recently 
the State: Los Angeles County, 
western Fresno County, and Inyo 
County. 


State Health Department’s Bureau 
Vector Control the region around 
Lancaster and Palmdale, the Los An- 
geles County Board Supervisors 
held public hearing and then acted 
form the Antelope Valley Mosquito 
Abatement District. The new district 
includes area approximately 180 
square miles, with assessed valua- 
tion about million dollars. The 
area characterized rapid urbani- 
zation formerly arid desert land 
and some agricultural development. 
Runoff irrigation water from the de- 
veloped land onto the surrounding 
area has been major source mos- 
quitoes. Control work now under 
way this district. 


After thorough consideration the 
report the survey made the de- 
partment’s Bureau Vector Control 
the uncontrolled portion west- 
ern Fresno County, the county board 
supervisors held public hearing 
which time the Fresno-West Side Mos- 
quito Abatement District was formed. 
This new district includes the re- 
mainder the western portion the 
which not already within the 
boundaries one the three other 
mosquito abatement districts that 
county. Approximately 1,000 square 
miles are included. board trus- 
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tees has been named and opera- 
tional program begun. 

survey the mosquito problems 
the Owens Valley area has been 
made recently and report submitted 
the Inyo County Health Officer and 
the Board Supervisors. This has re- 
sulted the formation the Inyo 
County mosquito abatement district. 

These three new districts, addi- 
tion the Colusa Mosquito Abate- 
ment District formed earlier this year, 
bring the total number active abate- 
ment districts California 48.
